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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant amended the claims from the closed transitional language of "consisting of", which excludes any 
element, step, or ingredient not specified in the claim, to the open transitional language of "comprising" which does not exclude additional, 
unrecited elements. Thus, the entire scope of the claim language has changed to a broader scope and art that was previously not applied 
because of the more narrow claim langauge of "consisting of" might be applied with the broader scope. Therefore, further search and 
consideration is required for application of the art under 102 and 103. Furthermore, the term "comprising" may represent new matter 
because the claims as filed do not recite "comprising" and the specification only mentions the term 'comprising' on page 5, lines 11-12, in 
reference to the three component embolizate and not a medical kit, and again on page 3, lines 1 6-1 7, with respect to: "Ethibloc® comprises 
a primary contrast medium". Original claim 15 filed on 06/30/05 is drawn to a medical kit contains components (a), (b), and (c) according to 
any one of claims 1 to 5. Claim 1 recites "consisting of" and claims 3 and 5 recite "consists of". As filed, the medical kit is limited to a liquid 
embolizate that consists of certain elements. Therefore, expanding the scope of the medical kit to comprising language for the liquid 
embolizate appears to represent a new concept not previously presented and can be new matter. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the application requires further search and 
consideration with the new scope and there appears to be a new matter problem. 
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
